THE TELEGRAPH MUDDLE. 


A Suit Served Upon the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company. 
BaLtimore, January 30.—This afternoon ps- 
rs were served upon the Officials of the Bal- 
imoré apd Chio railroad company atthe in- 
stance of William O. Ross, of Orange N. J., 
sherehoider in that corporation, for the pur- 
ose of discovering the relations that exist b - 
tween the Baltimore and Ohio railroad com- 
pany and the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph 
company; the amount of money which has 
been expended on the laiter; the authority for 
the same, and to inquire what losses or 
profits have been incurred or realized by 
the railroad company, or its officers. 
The pflnintiff, on behalf of himself 
and as many others as wi!l join him, takes theze 
provessitas in the United States circuit court. 
‘he bill of complaint is wery ample, and sets 
forth in full detail the powers possessed by 
the railroad company, which the plaintiff 
avers do not include the power to advance 
large sums to outside corporations, such as the 
Baltimore and Ohio telegraph company. In 
order to reveal what the real facts of the case 
are, a series of forty ‘or fifty questions 
are propounded for the railroad 
officials to answer. The complainant states 
that a very large amount of railroad money 
must have been expended &n the Baltimore 
and Ohio telegraph sysiem, as the capital 
stock of the telegraph company is only five 
thousand dollars, as shown by the papers of 
record, while the figurés in the annual report 
of the railroad company for the construction, 
operating expenses and deficiencies of the 
telegraph system, foot up nearly four millions 
of dollars. He believes that three million 
must have been advanced by the railroad 
company. Hon. F. P. Stevens, one of 
the attorneys for the plaintiff, 
is receiver ofthe Bankers’ and Merchants’ 
telegraph company. In an ipterview he 
stated that it isan impossibility for any new 
competitor to pupecen *against a telegraph 
company whose deficiencies, extension and 
expenses are paid out of funds furnished by a 
great railroad company,the revenues of which 
are vast in amount, and atthe disposal of offi- 
cers interested ina telegrap& undertaking.

The Descendant of a Family of Revolution- 
ary Fame Laid to Rest. 

New York, January 30.—The burial of John 
Van Arsdale occurred to-day at Montgomery, 
in Orange county. His death occurred two 
days ago in this city, after a very brief illness. 
His name became familiar to the public at the 
time of the evacuation day centennia!, No- 
vember 25, 1883, when he raised the flag in 
Battery pork.

THE CAUSE OF THE ‘NICARAUGAN 
FAILURE. 


The Inter-State Cor.merce Bill Debatedin the Sen- 
ate-The President's Message Regarding the 
Dieposition of the Greely Ship “‘Alert”— 

The Dynamite Resolution Buried. 


Wasuixetor, January 30.—In_ the senate, 

Mr. Hoar, from the committee on judiciagy, 
reported favorably a resolution providing that 
the two houses of congtess assemble in‘the 
ball of the house of representative at noon, 
February lith, next, to count the electoral 
votes, 
Mr. Hoar called up the house resolution of 
similar import, and after amending it to cor- 
respond with the senate resolution, it was 
egreed to. The amendment increases the 
number of tellers. 

Mr. Hoar asked unanimous consent of the 
eenate to take up the Pacific railroad bills. 
He did not wish to push the bill to a vote to- 
day, but would like the bill and accompany - 
ing report read, when he would make a short 
statement on the subject, and then propose to 
Jet the bill stand over until to-morrow. The 
bill and report were then read. At two o’clock 
the Pacific railroad. bill went over, and the 
sepate resumed consideration of the inter- 


state commerce bill. 

Mr. ao addressed the senate at some 
length. He favored the commission bill and 
opposed the Reagan Dill. It was impossible, 
Mr. Pugh thought, at this stage of the inves- 
tigation of the railroad problem, to fix with a 
binding and inflexible statute, an 
entire code of the detailed regula- 
tions as was done by the Reagan bill. The 
commission syetem had a practical flexibility 
about it that gave promise of great usefulness 
toth to the citizen and the railroad, while un- 
der the Reagan billthe courts would be treat- 
ing railroads as public enemies, Mr. Pagh 
quoted at considerable length from the testi- 
mony given by Pool Commissioner Fink be- 
fore the senate committee on labor, a year and 
a half ago, toshow thatthe amount of rail- 
road charge entering into the cost ofone 
man’s ccnsumption of food and clothing for an 
eritire year was less than $2. He recognized 
as fully as any senator the importance of the 
labor cause, and of the rights of the working: 
man, but it was a fact not to be overlooked 
that it cost more forsuch a man living in New 
York city, to get his barrel of flour from the 
depot in that city to his home, than the rail- 
reads charged to bring the same barrel a 
thousand miles from the west.

The speaker laid before the house the fol- 
lowing message from the president: 

To the House of Representatives: When the 
expedition for the relief of Lieutenant Greely and 
party was being prepared, in the early part of the 
vear 1584, and search for a suitable vessel was be- 
ing made, the ‘‘Alert,’’ then the property®of Great 
Britain, and which had been the advance ship of 
the expedition under Sir George Nares, was found 
to be peculiarly fitted for the intended service. 
This government immediately offered to purchase 
that vessel, upon which her majesty’s government 
generously presented her to the United States, re- 
fusipg to accept any pay whatever for the vessel. 
The Alert rendered important and timely services 
in the expedition for the relief of Lieutenant 
Greely and party which, in its result, proved sat- 
isfactory to the government and people of this 
country. lam of opinion that the Alert should 
now be returned to her majesty’s government with 
suitable acknowledgment for its generous and 
graceful acts of courtesy in so promptly puttin 
the vessel at the service of the United States, onl 
therefore recommend that authority be given me 
by congress to carry out this purpose.

THE DYNAMITERS 


TO HOLD A GRAND COUNCIL IN 
PARIS. 


The Feniars to Receive Accessions from the Men of 
Powder—4 Rumored Battle at Sea Between 
France and Ch:na—The Congo Contro- 
versy~—Other Foreign News, 


Loxpox, January 30.—The Paris correspond- 
ent of the London Times telegraphs an impor- 
tant dispatch concerning the object of the 
coming meeting of the Irish revolutionists in 
Paris. He alludes to the meeting asa con- 
gress of dynamite delegates, and says that the 
mein purpose of their assemblingin Paris is 
to indorse the arrangements for an effective 
fusion with the regular fenian organization, 
which has its headquarters at present in the 
French capital, where it is still led by ex- 
Iiead-center Stephens, The Stephens’s fe- 
nians are opposed to aseassination and dyna- 
mite outrages They believe in open warfare 
aimed direct against the power of the British 
government. About the beginning of the 
dynamite era Stephens had not nearly 
so many followers as now, but the terrible 
horrors and injustices perpetrated by the dyna- 
miters have so diminished their following that 
the regular fenian party is overwhelmingly 
strong in comparison. It is intimated that, 
to save their organisation from uttcr collapse, 
the dynamiters feel compelled to seek the 
proposed consolidation with the Ste- 
phens faction. They will, it 
is 6=_ alleged, make any concessions 
to attain this. The main preposition to be 
made to the feniaus, as the price of union, the 
Times correspondent says, is that the dyna- 
miters will abandon the policy of attacks upon 
private property and public buildings, if the 
fenians willjoin them in a dynamite war to 
be carried on for the destruction of the 
British navy. Stephens will be invited 
to attend the congress and discuss with the 
delegates the proposed scheme ef consolida- 
tion. Another matter which the congress will 
take up is the conduct of the French detective 
agency known as the Bourdier Montequot bu- 
reau. The dynamiters aver that this agency 
is under pay ofthe British government, and 
devotes most of its agents to the shadewing 
and persecution of Irishmen witha view 
to making their residence in Paris intolerable 
tothem. It is proposed to put in motion 
against this agency the French law aimed at 
the suppression of this kind persecution on 
the pert of detective agencies. The conduct 
of James McDermott is a subject which the 
Times correspondent says will take 
up much attention in the 
congress. The dynamiters declare 
that McDermott remains in the service of the 
British government as a spy They assert 
that they have him well “shadowed,” and are 
kept informed of his whereabouts. The cor- 
respondent of the Times gives it as a fact 
within his knowledge that the congress will 
offer a reward for McDermott’s “removal.” 

Cunningham, the man charged with caus- 
ing the a at the tower of London last 
Saturday, has been photographed by the po- 
hice, and copies of his photograph have been 
sent to New York and Paris for the purpose of 
identification, there still being some doubt as 
to his identity. 

Numerous threats have been made to blow

American tourists will be somewhat 
concerted by these reports, as this is one of 
their favorite routes.

An Importaat Dynamite Arrest. 

Lonpon, January 31.—The man arrested in 
Westminster district yesterday is named Good- 
man. Itis believed his arrest will lead to 
important developments. He appears to be 
an American. He is nervous and uneasy in 
demeanor. The detectives have been watch- 
ing him several days. He had in his pos- 
session a large trunk weighing: several 
hundred pounds, bearing torn labels reading, 
“Steamship Wyoming, Liverpool.” He dis- 
played sudden anxiety to quit his lodgings 
when he fonnd that the detectives were watch- 
ing him. 

<xtraordinary precautions have been taken 
to guard all the buildings of sacred or historic 
interest in London. It is intimated that ar- 
rangements have been made for dynamite out- 
rages at the British museum and the India of- 
lice to-day.

Vienna, January 30.—The lecal newspapers, 
together with the foreign und provincial jour- 
pals, have resolved to cease reporting the 
proceedings of the reichstag in consequence 
of an insult offered to a reporter during the 
session on Thursday. The proceedings will 
not be reported again until the reichstag 
makes an apology. '

A Prodigal’s Career.

Jett Thomas was a thick-set man, short in 
stature, rather corpulent, and had an air 
bordeging on the pompous in his gait and 
manners. lie was in no wise related to Judge 
Thomas, but was a near relative of the 
Thomases of Athens. His family was one of 
the oldest and best as well as the wealthiestin 
Georgia. When he married he had a large 
fortune of his own; he got another large for- 
tune by his first wife who was a sister of Gen- 
eral Ben.

Wow Pewtederate Prisoners Were Treated 
at Ship Island. : 
From the Colum bus, Ga.. Enquirer Suan. 

In your iseue of the 23d instant, I find some 
reminiscences of Camp Douglass, which re- 
mind me that only a small number of south- 
ern people, even, know that the horrors of 
Andersonville were surpasaed in several 
porthern prisons. Hadthe seuth been vie- 
torious in that unequal contest, we should 
have heard notbing of Andersonville, but 
Camp Douglass and Ship Island authorities 
would have been held up tothe execration of 
the civilized world. It was the condition of 
defest which sealed the lips of southern men, 
while victory gave cowards courage to heap 
abuse upon a fallen foe. 

It is my good fortune to have been a prison- 
er at Ship island. I felicitate myself upon it 
because, while not having been imprisoned 
long enough to receive any permanent injury, 
I gained an experience which enables me to 
say of my own knowledge that the north was 
as cruel to its prisoners as the south was ac- 
sed of beitg. . . 

Ship island is ebout nine miles long by half 
a mile wide. The eastern end alone is wood- 
ed, the rest of the island being but a bed of 
sand. At the western end there is a fort, a 
wharf and & few dwelling houses. The pris- 
oners’ cainp was situated in close proximity 
tothe fort. 

When I arrived on the island I found sever- 
al bundred miserable, starving wretches, 
many ofthem beardless boys and non-com- 
batants, encamped about a small cabin which 
served as a kitchen and guarded by negro sol- 
diers. The cooks were prisoners who had ta- 
ken the oath of allegiance to the United States 
government. Cooked rations were issued to 
the prisoners. The alleged day’s ration was 
halfa pint ofcorn mush, one cracker and a 
small’ slice of pickled beef. Having passed 
through the hands of the sleek, fat cooks, it 
was like the negro’s catfish—badly *‘swunk.”’ 
The mvsh was always full of sand, which 
made it go further. 

A detail ofhalfthe prisoners was sent for 
wood every day. They tetehed it on their 
shoulders from the woods, eight miles distant 
except when they were so lucky as to find 
driftwood on the beach three to five miles 
from eamp. The negro guards superintended 
the loading of the carriers and saw that every 
man had as much as he could bear. Upon the 
slightest provocation they would prick. the 
prisoners with their bayonets, and we became 
quite familiar with the loeution, ‘1’l1 pull dis 
trigger an’ lef’ yer right dar, w’1te man.” The 
detail go back att 4to 5 o clock in the after- 
noon and would then get their first taste of 
food for that day. 

As the number of prisoners was quadrupled 
by the fall of the defenses of Mobile, the 
kitchens were inadequate, and the greater 
part of the rations were thenceforward issued 
raw. In my mess, or ward, of ninety men the 
only cooking utensil was a fragment of a 
“spider.” The other messes were no better 
supplied. The only fuel we had was the chips 
concealed under our shirts when we went after 
wood. Woe be to the prisoner detected “steal- 
ing” chips in this way! It was done at the 
risk of life. 

The negro guards were heartless wretohes, 
more particularly those who had never been 
slaves. Al} my fellow prisoners will remem- 
ber old Frank Wiliams. The older prisoners 
alleged that he had killed five or six or their 
number. One night just after taps a Texan 
—_ d out of bis temt to shake the fleas out 
of his blanket, and without a word of warning 
old Frank, who was the nearest guard, shot 
him down. I was standing quite near the 
unfortunate man atthe time. Old Frank was 
never punished in any way for this unpro- 
voked and cold-blooded murder. 

I saw men séverely punished for grabbling 
in the sand after sand crabs or fiddlers. These 
little insects were about as palatable as spi- 
ders, but we ate everything we could get on 
Shoal Island. A bunch of pepper grass or 
wild onions “stolen” in the woods was o rare 
treat. 

On the first day of April, 1865, a gallant 
ship hove in sight, and soon the welcome news 
came that we had been exchanged. We were 
ordered to pack up and get ready to embark 
on the ship. We had nothing to pack, but in 
the exuberance of our joy, we threw away our 
joint-stock fragmentary spider and 
al) the other make-shifts and 
mockeries we bad gathered. We were march- 
ed outand balted in front of the command- 
ant’s house. Thecommandant came out on 
his piazza and made us aspeech. He said he 
knew we all were eager to go home—whereat 
we raised a rebel yell—but that it was his 
painful duty to remind us thet this was the 
first day of April, and we might march back 
to our camps. 

On the way back we were searched by our 
guards, and during our absence from camp 
negro soldiers had prowled through it end 
destroyed whatever we had left. 

Finally we were taken up the Mississipp! 
river to Vicksburg, where, the war being over, 
we were paroled. On the voyege to Vicks- 
burg, which oecupied five days, not a ration 
was issued to us, although there was an abun- 
dance of. provisions on board. A thin fluid 
called soup was served out irregularly as char- 
ity, but the starving prisoners ought so fierce- 
ly over it that few of them ever got a taste 
of it. 

The last few hours of my stay on the boat I 
was engaged in a desperate conspiracy te steal 
—and did steal a lot of crackers from the Uni- 
ted States government. We gorged ourselves 
with them, and then, turning sick, we went 
to the light and discovered that the craekers 
were black with mould. 

The hardships of prison life killed many of 
my comrades and made many others invalids.

A SOUND AND STRIKING REVIEW

The ecent Action of the Legislature ia Reference to 
the Finances of the State, Reviewed and Con- 
trastec Wirth the Requirements of the 
Constitution ft . the State—Ete. 


From the Chronicle and Constitutionalist. 


To Hon. Patrick Walsh: As the legislature has 
closed its winter seesion and disposed of the tax 
and eppropriation bills, the temporary loan reso- 
lution and the funding bill, it is a most opportune 
occasion to ascertain what.is the exact tondition 
of our finances. In order that the matter may be 
understood, I propose first to review certain pro- 
visions of the constifution of 1877, respecting 
finance, taxation andthe public debt,.and then 
compare with these requirements the action of the 
present legislature. 

Article 7, section 3, paragraph Ist, the constitu- 
fion of 1877, declares that no debt shall becon- 
tracted by or on behalf of the state, except to sup- 
ply casual deficiencies of the revenue} repel inva- 
sion, suppress insurrection, defend the state in 
time of war, or to Pay the existing public debt; 
but the debt created to supply deficiengies ia the 
revenue shall not exeeed in the aggregate two 
hundred thousand dollars. In the same article, 
section 12, paragraph 1,it is declared that the 
bonded debtof the state shall never be increased 
except to repel invasion, suppress insurrection or 
cefend the state in time of war. Section lf 
of the same article based on the idea that 


* provision had been made by laws in force in 1377, 


or would be made by law toiraise sufficient funds- 
by taxation to pay the interest on the public debt 
and a portion of the principal yearly, until 1886 
ceclares that the general assembly, after 1886, shail 
raise by taxation each year, in addition to theaum 
required to pay the public expenses and interest 
on the public debt, the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, which shall be held as a sinking fund 
to pay off and retire the bonds of the state, not 
new, matured. 

The term ‘“‘except to supply casual deficiencies 
in the revenue’’ is twice used in the constitution, 
and in the same sense at each place, Whenever 
the revenue raised, or to be raised yearly by taxa- 
tion, from some ¢ccident, chance or unexpec 
event, is Jost or cannot be collected, then there is 
a casual gear 6 If the state treasurer should 
em beazle the publie money, or robbers break into 
the vaults oithe treasury and steal, wherebyan 
insuflicient amount is left to meet the claims on 
the treasury, a casual deficiency would happen. 
fo. if through drouth, pestilence or storm 
sufficient taxes for the could 
not he eollected to y the 
demands ose the treasury for that qeae. then 
there would bea casual deficiency. Underour 
practice a casnal deficiency is held to arise when, 
after sufficient taxes for the current year are 
levied, it is necessary for a short period of the year 
to anticipate the collection of taxes. When, how- 
ever, the revenue was ipeuflicient from the be- 
ginnipg, tbat is, from the time the tax was levied, 
to meet appropriations, and was known to beso, 
then a casual Geficiency has not occurred, and a 
temporary lean, provided to meet such deficiency 
issimply without constitutional sanction. The 
provisions of the constitution prohibiting 
an inerease of the bomuded debt of the 
state, except to ~*~ suppress insurrection, 
repel invasion and defend the state 
in time of war, as I understand, refers not only to 
the debt existing in 1577, but to the debt as it may 
be reduced at any time by payment. When so re- 
duced, its amount cannot be increased except for 
the purpose therein named. The bonded debt of 
the state cannot be increased to avsorb temporary 
loans, even when properly mad; norto pay ap- 
prepriations beyond the amount of revenue when 
not changed into a temporary loan, unless they 
are made for the objects set forth in section 12 of 
article 7. Temporary loans, unless saved by sec- 
tion 12, aaticle 7, must be provided for by taxa 
tion, and it is fortuuate that it is so, as this is cer- 
taim to secure attention and ingviry into the ac- 
ticn of the representatives of the people 

Let us see how the legislature of the state at its 
recent session conformed iis action to the consti- 
tution. uring the summer of 1884 on account 
of appropriations beyond the revenuseof the state 
alarge deficiency oeeurred exceeding two hun- 
dred thousaud dollars. ana this amount was then 
actually needed to pay interest on the public 
debt. rge appropriations, such as appropria- 
tions to the lunatic asylum; to pay for artificial 
limbs for the soldiers—to pay expenses of the 
legisJature alone amounting toone hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, and other appropriations 
not necessary to enumerate, absorbed the entire 
1revenve and left an insufficient amount to pay in- 
terest on the bonds of the state. Inthe midst of 
the panic of 1884 the governor was fereed to 
borrow money toe pay interest on the 
bonded debt of the  {stete, In his 
m estage to the legislature he called special atten- 
tion tothisemergency. With this special motice 
before it .he present legislature resolved to meet 
it by anotber temporary loan for 1885, for which 
no provision was wade by taxation or otherwise. 
This temporary loan will, unless taken careof at 
the summer session of the jegisiJature, go down to 
succeeding administrations, when it will proba- 
bly disappear in a funding pill. By this new 
scheme ol excessive appropriation, the bond 
debt will be increased and a scheme constantly 
counteractivg the sinking fund scheme of the con- 
stitution wil be in operation, 

The legislature at its late session passed a fand- 
ing or bound bill, to which the attention of the 
reading and thinking people of this state is asked. 
It requires the governor of the state to issue and 
sell bonds bearing not exceeding 5 per eent inter- 
est to the amount of $3,445,125 (three million four 
hundred and forty-five thousand one hundred 
ard thirty-five dollars) to pay off bonds of the 
state falling due in 1885 and 1886, towit: $299,100 
A. and G. 6 per cent bonds; $99,000 8 per cent Nut- 
ting bonds, falling due in 1886; $2,968,000 Western 
and Atlantic railroad 7 per cent bonds, fallin 
due in 1886; $91,000 8 per cent Nutting bonds, an 
$18,635 4 per cent bends, falling due in 1885. 

The temporary loan resolution and the funding 
bill (co framed as to take up the bonds falling due 
in ]#85,) cox sidered in connection with other leg- 
isiation ef the late session, show that the object of 
this unusual and unwise legislation, as | conceive 
wasto leayea sufficient supply of money in the 
treasury to satisfy the capitol appropriation with- 
ee the tax levy above 3-lWofone per 
cent. 

I say in connection with other legislation at the 
same session, by which is meant the appropriation 
of $180,000 for the year 185, and of the same 
amount for the year 1886 to be paid from the rev- 
enves of these years to build the new capitol, As 
itmay be asked why such: appropriations were

The act of 1882 compels all na- 
tional banks to accept silver certificates, but 
the banks of New York manage to get around 
this law by mutually agreeing not to ofler 
ihese certificates in the settlement of bal- 
ances. 

The sub-treasurer at New York, with the 
advice and consent of the treasurer at Wash- 
ington, aidsin the evasion of the law by 
making his payments tothe banks in that 
city in gold and legal tenders, This places 
the Boston banks at a disadvantage, and they 
have been complaining about it. As a re- 
sult, the treasurer will instruct. the sub- 
treasurer at Boston to evade the law just as 
it is evaded in New York. 

If the republican party were to continue in

@nd east, and at the same time bring about a 
depreciation of silver certificates. When the 
democratic party gets in power the banks, as 
well as the treasury officials, will be com- 
pelled to obey the Jaw in letier and spirit, or 
suffer the consequences.

In some 
parts of Africa a sort of May fly is collected and 
medeinto avery nice bread. At certain seasons 
they appearin such vast pumbers that they are 
swept up by the bushel. and when flying the air is 
completely filled with them, so that it seems to be 
snowing. 

Then you 
have missed atreat. In the south of Africa they 
ere caughtj;on lime twigs thatare held aloft by 
the natives. Great fellows, six inches loag, are 
sold at the markets as a luxury, and when cooked 
in white wines are very fine indeed.

Harvey Simmons, the negro who was knock- 
ed on the head with a shovel on the afternoon 
of January 19th, 1885, died yesterday morning 
about four o'clock at his home in the fourth 
werd, . 3 

The death of Simmons places another mur- 
der trial on the criminal docket of the Fulten 
superior court, and ifthe evidence produced 
on the fival trial is at all 
10 accordance with the state - 
ments made under oath by the witnesses be- 
fore tbe coroner’s jury yesterday, Smith 
will probably- hang. Smith, the murderer, 
end Simmons, the murdered man, had both 
been working for the Georgia railroad as track 
hands. On the nineteenth day of January, 
1885, a squad of hands were repairing the 
track near the Bei] street bridge.” Smith and 
Simmons were both working in the squad. 
Thetwo men hed been working together for 
years but were not friendly. Smith, 
s0 report s@ys, was very irritable, quick 
tempered and disagreeable, while Simmons 
was cntirely the reverse in disposition. The 
bands had e habit of joking and teasing one 
ancther, and on the day recited Smith and 
Simmons indulged in a few remarks of a jocu- 
lar character.

The Atlantians who have occasion to use 
waterworks water, night as well as day, have 
been semewhet startled of lafe and greatly in- 
convenienced by the shutting-off of the water 
in the middle of the night. | 

The balance of the population will be -the 
more astonished to read the following note 
which was a few days ago addressed to Mr. 
Matt Ryan, chief of the fire department: 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 28d, 1885.—Mr Matt 
Ryan, chief engineer Atianta fire department— 
Dear Sir: We have but one engine‘in service and 
will be in a crippled condition for several days— 
pe rhaps weeks. It would be absolutely impossi- 

le io get up fire. pressure as long as the cold 
weather lasts. There are so many openings leit 
running to prevent freezing that we find with 
only one engine We cannot maintain even a 
good comestie pressure, and we respectfully sug- 
gest that you do not depend on any pressure from 
the waterworks in case of fire. Respectfully,

tracted bis attention was the water gauge, |

‘‘Is that, pressure sufficient for fire service?’’ 
| = the reporter of Superintendent Rich- 
ards. 

“It is not,” was the reply. “Jt is barely 
sufficient for the domestic pressure.”’ 

“Tf the alarm was turned on, could you in- 
crease it?” ‘ 

“Not enough todo any good. The engine 
is already moving thirty-three revolutions 
per minute which is six revolutions more than 
it is guaranteed to run and it is pumping con- 
siderably more than it is teed to pump.

THE PRESSURE STOPS ALTOGETHER. 

We have tried to .get the council to repair 
the broken engine, but have failed. ons f 
man knows that machinery has to be repaired, 
and to keep up @ constant running you must 
have duplicate machinery. Now, to-night at 
11 o’clock we have got to shut down for an 
hour or two to repair a leak in the main near 
ibe pumbing house.” 

‘And suppose while thet is going on a fire

“Then you will have to depend on the 
hydrents for water.” 

“Why did you have to shut dewn last 
night?” 

“To fix one of the valves in the pump; there 
are 450 of these valves and one of them got 
out of order.” 

“Ie the present demand for water sup-

‘No. We could put down ten thousand 
feet of pipe now, which is already applied for 
if we had the water. The situation is ‘¢his, 
we have two pumps, one a four million gallon 
and the other a two million gallon. The little

/ OCT OF REPAIR SINCE LAST SPRING. 

The other pump is working nearly a million 
gallons a day beyond its guaran capacity. 
We have a two million gallon main through 
which we are forcing five milllion gallons of 
water. We cannot do more thanthat. There 
are two thousand openings and the pressure 
could not be inereased through that mainif we 
had a ten million gallon pump. The onlytaing 
we can do in case of fire is to give the engines 
water frem the hydrants and let them do the 
pumping themselves. If we had more mains 
and more pumps we could get along; or if we 
had another main and one broken pump re- 

aired we could get along. If we had metres 
in the residences we eould do better.” 

“What ought to be done?” 

“Ifthe city was able the thing to do would 
be to put turbine wheels in the Chattahoochee, 
just ua the mouth of Peachtree creek, and 
pump the water up near the city and then 
raise it into reservoirs or stand pipes or some 
such system, using the present machinery 
either for raising itor getting the pressure. 
The volume of water is so great that it is al- 
most impossible to raise it and get a pressure 
that will do for fires.”’ 

‘“What about the canal scheme?’”’ 

‘‘That is impossible. The canal would cost 
five millions, and would have to be at least a 
hundred miles long. Itis time Atlanta was 
meeting this problem of water supply. It. is 
not a question for the future. It 19 a question 
for to-day.” 

WHAT CHTEF RYAN Says. 

Chief Ryan wasasked about the situation. 
He said: 

‘We now have three fully equipped compa-

nies, aud ‘a fourth engine has _ been 
ordered ‘and will be here in 
two mouths or less time. We 


have twenty-eight well located cisterns, and 
when the waterworks cannot give us pressure 
we can easily use the steamers. It makes 
only amoment’s difference in getting water 
on a fire. Wecan play two streams from an 
engine, and when our next engine comes we 
will have all we need. The engines are 
steamed up by the time they feach the fires, 
aud are ready to begin work as seon es the 
hose is laid. We are not in such a bad fix as 
you might suppose.” . 

At the same time this all shows what a lame 
apd impotent thing the waterworks are, and 
how, after all her big outlays, Atlante still 
depends in reality on her cisterns, like she did 
years ago, When she was a small city and be- 
fore she boasted of waterworks that don’t 
work.

When two or more railroad companies have 
terminal facilities in the same vicinity and by 
agreement use the same in common to promote a 
common interest or for the accommodation of the 
patrons o/ said roads the commission will inter- 
pose its authority only when necessary to prevent 
unjust discriminations. In case of complaint 
of Biount & Hill, J. M. Wilson, J. C. Kimball 
et al vs. the Western and Atlantic railroad com: 
pany the commissioners do not find in the order 
complained of, issued by the said railroad com- 
pany, to take effect on the 5th inst., that the said 
railroad com y has violated any rule or order of 
the gom mission.

Speaking of John F. Quarles, who died re- 
cently in New York, the Tribune says: 

John F. Quarles, the well-known colored lawyer, 
whose office in this city was at No. 317 Broadway, 
died at his homein Flushing yesterday oi pneu- 
monia. Mr. Quarles had been sick for some time 
from a disorder of the stomach, and was attended 
by Dr. Goodrich, When the fight for the election 
of » United States senator grew warm at Albany, 
he Jeft his sick-bed and went to the capital and 
worked ‘n the cause‘of Mr. Evarts. He returne}. 
to his home a week ago and complaining of 
not feeling well went back to his 
bed, from which he did not rise again 

Mr. Quarles was born a slave at Atlanta in 1847. 
His father wasa local preacher of some distine- 

. John F., for his brightmess, was alwaysa 
pet in his master’s family, and through the influ- 
ence of Charles Sumnerhe was entered at West- 
minister college, Pennsylvania.

An Old Man Murdered and His Body Left to 
Burn ina Fireplace, 
From tbe Birmingham, Ala., Age. 

Yesterday morning news was brought to 
Birmingham of one of the most horrible mur- 
ders that has ever beencommitted in Jeffer- 
son county.
